In response to the Office Action dated August 18, 2003 (Paper No. 6), 
Applicants respond as follows. 

The Office Action alleges three patentably distinct species of the claimed 
invention as follows: Figs. 1 , 2 and 3; 

Fig. 4; and 
Fig. 5. 
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In response, Applicants wish to make clear that the claims are directed, generally, to 
a heat exchanger including a cap and a tank, with the Figures showing two 
embodiments of the cap 1 4 and three embodiments of the tank 1 6. More specifically, 
a first embodiment of the cap 14 is shown in Figs. 1, 2 and 3, and a second 
embodiment of the cap 14 is shown in Fig. 4, with no cap 14 being shown in Fig. 5. 
One embodiment of the tank 16 is shown in Figs. 2 and 3, a second embodiment of 
the tank 1 6 is shown in Fig. 4, and a third embodiment of the tank 1 4 is shown in Fig. 
5, with Fig. 1 showing a tank 16 that could be either of the embodiments shown in 
Figs. 2-4. Each of the above-described embodiments of the cap 14 are compatible 
with each of the above-described embodiments of the tank 16. 

Applicants elect the alleged species of Figs. 1, 2 and 3. Claims 1, 3-8 
and 11-14 all read upon the alleged species of Figs. 1-3. Additionally, claims 9 and 
10 read on the alleged species of Figs. 1-3, with the additional recitation of the 
features shown in Figs. 6-7, which are compatible with the embodiments of Figs. 1 -3. 
Furthermore, claims 1 , 5 and 1 1 are generic to all of the above-described embodiments 
for the cap 1 4 and tank 1 6. Additionally, Figs. 3, 4, 6 and 7 are generic to all of the 
above-described embodiments for the tank 16; and Fig. 12 is generic to all of the 
above-described embodiments of the cap 14. Applicants acknowledge that they will 
be entitled to consideration of claims to additional species upon the allowance of any 
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of the above-identified generic claims if the claims to additional species are written in 
dependent form or otherwise include all the limitations of an allowed generic claim. 


In view of the foregoing, Applicants respectfully request substantive 


examination of the application. 
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
